ho w ea sy it is to r^a ch the hig hest pla ces by the use 
o f mo ney , o f co rruptio n a nd schemes a nd tricks. A 
sma rt child co uld no t but ha v e a bso rbed a ll this a nd 
been Impressed by it. 


Serge received an excellent edu catio n in England and 
went to France, fro m which he was expelled becau se his 
specu latio ns w'ere endangering the valu e o f the franc. He 
came to the F ar E ast where he m anipu lated cu rrencies 
and o perated in vario u s enterprises, all o f which he dam ­ 
aged bu t o u t o f which he mad<j a fo rtu ne. He smu ggled 
his mo ney o u t o f Japan, which no o ne else m anaged to 
do . by u sing two beau tifu l wo men as aids. My memo ry 
ho lds the impressio n that it was as sk illfu l an enterprise 
as has been k no wm in the east o f Asia, w'hcre many 
o perato rs have m anipu lated many o bliqu e transactio ns. 
Two facts stand o u t in Serge Ru binstein’s life in the 
United States: One, he was able to bu y beau tifu l wo men

jo b hereafter u nless he registers 
fo r vo ting. 
Whether a citizen wishes to vo te 
o r to refrain fro m vo ting has 
hitherto been a prero gative that 
no bo dy co u ld interfere with.

Many w o rk ert 
fear there is so me way by which 
their vo tes can be check ed o n by 
the u nio n. 
Ca lled Fo rm Of Despo tism 
Never befo re in America has 
anybo dy dared to carry the “ cIo se<i 
sho p” do ctrine to the po int o f im­ 
po sing a penalty o n a no n-vo ter. 
Hitherto a. m an’s vo ting o r no n­ 
vo ting habit has been co nsidered 
his o wn private co ncern bu t. if it 
is to be tied to his jo b o ppo rtu nity, 
then a new fo rm o f despo tism has 
arisen to emphasize what co mpu l- 
.so ry u nio nizatio n can do in free 
America. 
The ‘clo sed sho p” w’as declared 
u nlawfu l by the 'Taft-Hartley Act, 
bu t a mo dified fo rm, which is 
ca.llcd the "u nio n sho p.” is perm it­ 
ted, Under this, any man can be 
hired, whether he is o r is no t 
a 
member o f a u nio n, bu t at the end 
o f a sho rt time, u su ally 30 days, he 
m u st mak e u p his mind to jo in the 
u nio n o r the emplo yer is o bligated 
to fire him. He may have co n­ 
scientio u s o bjectio ns to the jo ining 
o f a labo r u nio n, bu t he will lo se 
his jo b if he do es no t abide by 
the (lictatio n o f the u nio n. 
There ajre many perso ns who 
are no t entitled to vo te becau se 
they have no t lived in the United 
State.s lo ng eno u gh o r have no t ap­ 
plied early eno u gh to beco me citi­ 
zens. Are they to be debarred fro m 
wo rk ing ju st becau se they have 
no t had time to achieve their citi- 
zt-nship? 
What t all add.s. u p to is a fo rm 
o f co ercio n which the Tart-H aitley 
kz\ and many state laws, lik e the 
Pennsylvania Labo r Relatio ns Act, 
were designed to eliminate. No bo dy 
ever tho u ght a “ u nio n sho p” ru le 
co u ld be u sed to co ver anything 
bu t membership in a u nio n. 
If the State o f Pennsylvania o r 
the federal go vernment waJits to 
pass a law requ iring all citizens to 
register fo r vo ting, that is u nder­ 
standable. Bu t no private o rgani­ 
zatio n lik e a labo r u nio n o u ght to 
have the eco no mic po wer to deny 
a jo b o ppo rtu nity to anybo dy. Hir­ 
ing o u ght always tr be a manage­ 
ment fu nctio n. Fo r m anagem ent 
tak es the fisk s and deserves th« 
right to cho o se its emplo ves.

School Teachers' 
Card Campaign 


The purpose of this is not to discuss the merits 
of the pay increase requested by the Allegany County 
Teachers’ Association but rather to consider the ethics 
of one phase of the organization’s campaign to influ­ 
ence the county commissioners. 
Scarcely no objection is likely to arise to the 
request of the teachers for more money, but whether 
their figure of $500 across the board or the $300 
endorsed by the school board or still another pay 
schedule is best remains to be determined after all 
the pertinent facts have been assembled and the 
embellishments cleared away. 
The point at issue here, however, concerns a card 
campaign by which students are given a card, support­ 
ing the teachers’ request, to be handed to their 
parents, signed, returned to the school and then, 
apparently, to be forwarded to the county commis­ 
sioners. 
Card campaigns in themselves perhaps are all 
right but the manner in which this particular cam­ 
paign is being conducted certainly is not on a high 
ethical plane. 
For example, one letter addressed to “Dear 
Parents” and signed by the principal, reads this way: 
“As you no doubt know, the teachers of Allegany 
County are asking the commissioners to give us* a 
salary raise. If you are interested in the proposal, 
will you please sign the enclosed card and return 
it tomorrow morning?” 
That raises the question, since the stamped card 
already is addressed to the county commissioners, 
why must it be returned to the school? 
Perhaps the thought is that if the cards are 
mailed in bulk quantity they will make more of an 
impression on the county commissioners. Or could it 
be that the teachers want to check the cards to see 
who returns them and who doesn’t? Could it be that 
this is some form of intimidation, the thought being 
that parents may feel they better sign or their young­ 
ster's school life may be affected. 
A second card we have was handed to a high 
school student by a teacher with the instructions to 
give it to his parents. One comment of the parents 
was that evep if they supported the teachers’ request, 
which they may, they would not sign the card because 
the grammar was bad and they did not want anyone 
to think their grammar was in this category. 
In 
addition, the message is loaded with erasures and 
corrections. 
This card, addressed to the Allegany County 
School Commissioners (there are no school commis­ 
sioners in this county), reads as follows: “In order 
to keep our present teachers. I feel that we should 
favorable consider the increase in teachers’ salary. I 
hope the commissioners will support this measure, 
which I highly favor.” 
This message, of course, says nothing about what 
salary increase is desired, whether that recommended 
by the teachers or the endorsement of the school 
board. It is hard to believe that a teacher actually 
prepared it. 
Perhaps this is all much ado about nothing 
because card campaigns seldom have any effect. But 
whoever advised the teachers to conduct such a 
campaign we feel gave them poor advice.

On Rubinstein 


Rasputin was a blackm ailer who lived 
the bounty

What this complex and degenerate environment did 
to Serge as a child, only a psychiatrist could fathom, 
but of this we can be sure: At the dinner table in his 
father's house the conversation must have been about 
Intrigue and money, about the power of money, about 
how easy it is to rpach the highest places by the use 
of money, of corruption and schem es and tricks. 
A 
sm art child could not but have absorbed all this and 
been impressed by it. 


Serge received an excellent education in England and 
went to France, from which he was expelled because his 
speculations were endangering the value of the franc. Ho 
cam e to the F ar E ast where he manipulated currencies 
and operated in various enterprises, all of which he dam ­ 
aged but out of which he mad** a fortune. 
He smuggled 
his money out of Jap an , which no one else m anaged to 
do. by using two beautiful women as aids. 
My m emory 
holds the impression that it was as skillful an enterprise 
as has been known in the east of Asia, where many 
operators have m anipulated many oblique transactions. 
Two facts stand out in Serge Rubinstein’s life in the 
United States: One, he was able to buy beautiful women 
to be his companions and he was able to buy the services 
of important lawyers to do his jobs, but he never could 
win friendship, respect or love. 
He was always an out­ 
sider. He could dine in the best restaurants, but despite 
his m any millions, he was not invited to the best homes. 


The second fact it that although he had served a 
term in prison as a draft-dodger. there were many 
American girls who were willing to accept his atten­ 
tions and to be seen with him. 
One would have im­ 
agined that any 
American girl would 
have 
been 
ashamed to be seen with him. Many were not ashamed. 
As one girl said: 
Serge could take her to the places 
where any girl would like to be seen. Perhaps that is 
so. but why would an American girl want to be seen 
with a draft-dodger? 


It is an interesting phenomenon because back in World 
War I, it was considered a disgrace, even for an American 
of G erm an descent, to be a draft-dodger. Today nothing 
seem s to be disgraceful. 
Serge Rubinstein, someone said after he was killed, 
thought that he was competing with Rubirosa and Aly 
K han for the reputation of being a m aster of ladies. And 
the com ment was that Serge was not up to it. 
What is 
there to be up to? 
What qualities do such men possess 
that one needs to hold them up as figures to em ulate?

As a re­ 
sult, the old one is stashed aw ay 
in basem ent, garage, backyard, or 
vacant lot. 
Since the small fry do not under­ 
stand the danger and are attracted 
to 
hideaways, 
the 
adults 
m ust 
take the upper hand. A life m ay be 
saved by making the discarded ap­ 
pliance harm less instead of letting 
it continue as a booby trap. The 
best way is to rem ove the door, 
which m ay be difficult, the help of 
a mechanic often is required. 
The next best suggestion is to 
remove the latch stop by taking the 
screws from the plate. If this can­ 
not be done, and there is a reason 
for keeping the refrigerator intact, 
turn it around so that the door 
faces the wall. 
The upright freezer is rendered 
harm less tem porarily by tying a 
wire or rope around it. Some hand­ 
les can be padlocked. 
The safety council also recom ­ 
mends that the owner drill holes in 
the cabinet, or rem ove the gasket 
from the door of the discarded re­ 
frigerator.

Compulsory Voting

WASHINGTON—The evil effects 
of compulsory unionization and its 
impairment of 
civil 
liberties 
in 
America were never more vividly 
illustrated than in the latest action 
of a labor union in Pennsylvania 
which says no m an can have a 
job hereafter unless he registers 
for voting. 
Whether a citizen wishes to vote 
or to refrain 
from 
voting 
has 
hitherto been a prerogative that 
nobody could interfere with. 
But 
evidently a labor union now can 
impose a penalty and put into ef­ 
fect what am ounts to compulsory 
voting. 
Although th# 
Associated Press 
conveyed this news about what was 
happening 
at 
Johnstown, 
Pa., 
throughout the length and breadth 
of the land earlier this week, one 
hasn’t heard a peep out of the so­ 
called “ liberals” who are usually 
quick to protest whenever anyone 
mixed up in som e way with com­ 
munism is asked an impertinent 
question by a congressional com­ 
mittee.

Fear Check Of Vote* 
Maybe the reaso n is that mod­ 
ern “ liberals” believe in compul­ 
sion, especially w here the process 
of invisible governm ent by labor 
unions is involved. 
Recently, for 
example, they h av e raised a cry 
against the “ rig h t to work” la-ws 
of several states, with a demand 
for their repeal. 
It is unfortunate 
that Pennsylvania doesn’t have a 
“ right to work” law. For evidently 
in the Quaker 
state labor-union 
arrogance has reached the point 
where it now feels it can even im­ 
pose laws governing the rights of 
the citizen at the public polls and 
take away the right to work, 
It so happens th a t the AFL Con­ 
struction and G eneral Laborers’ 
Union in Johnstown, Pa^, is headed 
up by Pete Livolsi, who announced 
the action which will affect 2.900 
mem bers in an li-county area of 
Southwestern 
Pennsylvania. 
He 
says that he is not interested in 
party affiliation but he wants to 
get the men registered. Now, Mr. 
Livolsi. by reason of the dual per­ 
sonality set-up in the laJtxir world, 
is also head of a political action 
committee which em braces many 
unions in the area. 
As such, he 
was active in the recent political 
campaigns. It is a short step from 


telling a man he has to register 
and telling him how to vote after 
he has registered. 
Many worker* 
fear there is some way by which 
their votes can be checked on by 
the union. 
Called Form Of Despotism 
N ever before in America 
has 
anybody dared to carry the “ closed 
shop’’ doctrine to the point of im­ 
posing a penalty on a non-voter. 
H itherto ai man'* voting or non­ 
voting habit has been considered 
his own private concern but. if it 
is to be tied to his job opportunity, 
then a new form of despotism ha* 
arisen to emphasize what compul­ 
sory unionization can do in fre* 
Am erica. 
The "closed shop” was declared 
unlawful by the Taft-Hartley Act, 
but 
a 
modified form, 
which 
I* 
caJled the “ union shop.” is perm it­ 
ted. 
Under this, any m an can be 
hired, whether he is or is' not a 
m em b er of a union, but at the end 
of a short time, usually 30 days, he 
m ust m ake up his mind to join the 
union or the employer is obligated 
to fire him. He may have con­ 
scientious objections to the joining 
of a labor union, but he will lose 
his job if he does not abide by 
the dictation of the union. 
There 
ase m any persons who 
are not entitled to vote because 
they have not lived in the United 
States long enough or have not ap­ 
plied early enough to become citi­ 
zens. Ar#* they to be debarred from 
working just because they have 
not had time to achieve their citi­ 
zenship0 
What t all adds up to is a form 
of coercion which the Tart-Hartley 
Act and many state laws, like the 
Pennsylvania Labor Relations Act, 
w ere designed to eliminate. Nobody 
ever thought a “ union shop” rule 
could be used to cover anything 
but m em bership in a union. 
If the State of Pennsylvania or 
the federal government wants to 
pass a law requiring all citizens to 
register for voting, that is under­ 
standable. But no private organi­ 
zation like a labor union ought to 
have the economic power to deny 
a job opportunity to anybody. Hir­ 
ing ought always tr be a m anage­ 
m ent function. For m anagem ent 
takes the i*isks and deserve* th* 
right to choose its emploves.

self in a dilemma during the later 
bidding after having made an 
earlier call on a hand hardly con­ 
taining the strength he has indi­ 
cated. 
He is afraid, when his 
partner makes a strong bid, that 
the pair w ill miss a nice big score 
if he is afraid to go on. At the 
same time, he is timid about any 
additional bidding, lest his earlier 
call mislead the side into too high 
a place. In such a quandary, un­ 
less your first bid was very badly 
shaded, or perhaps even on a hand 
weak enough to classify your bid 
as a psychic, it generally pays to 
keep the auction open.

A rm y M edical Corps at F o rt Ja y 
in N ew York, but no such officer 
could be found. 
Lilya said W. Arnold G unther, 
head of the State Health D ep a rt­ 
m ent laboratory here, noted the 
possible parallel yesterday after 
reading the account of the stran g e 
death. 
It w as recalled that a Ja m e s or 
A rthur Phillips cam e to C um ber­ 
land in 1918-19 during the height of 
the influenza epidemic, and w orked 
for several weeks in an em ergency 
hospital which stood on the site of 
the p resen t Central YMCA.

This m an posed unsuccessfully 
as a bacteriologist, and worked as 
a volunteer a t the hospital for a 
few weeks. 
He was paid but was 
dismissed a fte r he asked pay for 
the work. 
Later the m an worked for some 
time at the old Taylor Tin Plate 
Mill and m a rrie d before leaving 
Cumberland. 
Lilya pointed out that Phillips’ 
career was 
featu red in Coronet 
magazine in 1952 for his am azing 
medical ca re e r. 
The article, he added, tells th at 
this m edical im p o ster’s career was 
interrupted 
se v eral 
tim es 
as 
a 
result of fraud charges, and that, 
finally exposed, he was involved in 
lawsuits in K ansas. 
Convicted of 
perjury 
he w as sentenced to the 
Kansas State P enitentiary a num ­ 
ber of y ears ago.
